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Deleted ARRL DXCC Entities 


This month we look at Bajo Nuevo and Serrana Bank. These entities are number 26 and 27 out of 60 on 
the ARRL DXCC deleted list. It is amazing that we covered 25 so far!

Bajo Nuevo 


Bajo Nuevo is a small, uninhabited reef with some small grass-covered 
islets, located in the western Caribbean Sea. The closest land is 
Serranilla Bank, not to be mistaken for Serrana Bank, located 68 miles to 
the west. The two land masses are part of the San Andres Archipelago. 
Bajo Nuevo is an oval shaped coral bank with two reefs and small keys 
and the end of each one. The largest key is 300 X 50 yards. 


The reef was discovered in the 1600s and is claimed by at least four 
countries, USA, Columbia, Nicaragua, and Honduras. The International 
Court of Justice upheld the Columbian claim to the two. The US claims 
the territories under the Guano Islands Act of 1856. 


Serrana Bank 


Serrana Bank, named after Pedro Serrano, a Spanish castaway, is a 
mostly underwater atoll in the western Caribbean Sea. There are six is- 
lets (cays) that are above water. Southwest Cay (547 X 328 yards) 
South Cay (164 X 27 yards), Little Cay (107 yards in diameter), East Cay 
(87 X 43 yards), Narrow Cay, and North Cay. It too was claimed by sev- 
eral countries including the USA under the Guano Act. The International 
Court of Justice ruled it is the territory of Columbia. 


There are several ruins of a former military base on Southwest Cay. 
These were used by the US Mariners during the Cuba Conflict. The islet 
is covered with sparse vegetation, bushes and some trees. There is a 
lighthouse, operated and administered by Columbia. The South West 
Cay light is an 82 ft high tower, constructed from a combination of a con- 
crete dwelling and a white iron framework tower with a light on its top. 


DXCC Status 


Both lost DXCC status in September 1981 when the USA gave up claim 
and the islands reverted back to Columbia.

This was followed by Don Miller, WOWNYV, in 1966. In 1976 
Bob Ferraro, KEAHV (W6R4J) (SK) Francisco Velez , HKOBKX 
and Erik Sjolund (SK), SMOAGD made the trek making 1250 QSOs 
as HKOAA with just an 18AVT vertical and 160 meter dipole. Erik also 
operated there as HKOAB in 1974. They also activated Serrana Bank 
a few days earlier. 


Most notably was the all Columbian HKOAB DXpedition. 16 operators a 


took over the small key. HK1QQ, HK3BED, HK3BQM, HK3DAP, 
HK3DEU, HK3DMD, HK3TF, HK4DKR, HK4DUM, HK5ASF, HK5LA, 
HK5RL, HK5SK, HK6AQT, HK7BE, and HKOBQx. This expedition is 
the last on record. 


Serrana Bank 


The earliest DXpedition was KS4BB back in the tube days! They set 
up at the base of the lighthouse on Southwest Cay at 32 feet ASL. 
Their first attempt landed them near Nicaragua and on the second try 
they did activate the Cay and made 6,00 QSOs in 80 countries.
